May Reapportion 
General Assembly

10,—Intent 
upon 
bringing the commonwealth 
“ up-to-date,” administration leaders, 
it was learned today, are planning 
a state-wide mipportionmont of the 
general assembly— now overdue more 
than five years. 
Rep. Frank J. Zappala, Allegheny 
Democrat 
and 
chairman 
of 
the 
home reapportionment committee, 
told International News Service that 
as a result of a survey of the com­ 
monwealth’s population structure he 
was prepared to 
introduce 
a 
re- 
apportionment 
bill 
for the 
lower 
house when the 1937 legislature con­ 
venes. 
Action In Senate 
A bill calling for senatorial re- 
apportionment, it was learned, will 
probably be introduced in the upper 
chamber at the same time. 
The state constitution of 1874 pro­ 
vides 
that 
an 
apportionment 
be 
made 
immediately 
after 
every 
United 
States 
decennial 
census. 
Thus, such 
a move should 
have 
been undertaken in 1931, following 
the last apportionment act in 1921, 
described by Zappala as a “ farce.” 
Zappala said the state had w it­ 
nessed a m aterial change in popu­ 
lation flow' and concentration and 
th at according to provisions of the 
constitution 
the 
lower 
chamber 
should now have 209 members in ­ 
stead of 208. 
Too, he said, the dis­ 
tricts should be redistributed m a­ 
terially. 
Apportionment on 
a 
state-wide 
basis has always been a thorn in 
every legislator's side for it usually 
always threatens to mutilate— some­ 
times beyond recognition— the mem­ 
bers’ bailiwicks. 
A prolonged fight 
over the issue is expected to be pre­ 
cipitated on both floors of the gen­ 
eral assembly. 
Serious Problem 
One of the most serious problems 
with 
which 
the 
legislators 
must 


cope in this regard 
is the 
pro­ 
nounced movement from rural to 
urban centers during recent years. 
Thus, in comparison to the pres­ 
ent setup, it is entirely possible that 
urban representation will be greater 
proportionately than that of rural 
areas. 
Put another way. rurai legislative 
districts will tend to become larger 
in area while urban districts will 
become more compact. 
The constitution provides that the 
state shall be divided into 50 sena­ 
torial districts, each one as con­ 
tiguous and compact as possible. To 
arrive at the proper number of rep­ 
resentatives. the state’s population 
is divided by 
2 0 0 for the required 
basic “ ratio.” 
“ Pennsylvania must recognize the 
task of reapportionment as one of 
the most important tasks facing the 
1937 legislature,” Zappala said. “ Po ­ 
litics must be set aside, the age-old 
practice of ‘Gerrym andering’ must 
be discarded, and the problem must 
be attacked honestly and with the 
point of view that efficiency in gov­ 
ernment is more important than the 
political career of any member of 
the legislature.”
